WORDS THAT REALLY SPEAK 
AFTER ALL. WHAT IS WEALTH? 


Many Ex pressions in the Language 
That Seem to Conv ey Instan­ 
taneous Meaning. 


Bang—“a sudden 
noise like that 
from a gun” is the definition giv en by 
the dictionary. 
But the explanation 
is befogging and futile, for a ' bang’’ 
is— well, 
what 
better 
describes 
it 
than the simple word itself? 
So many of our most expressiv e 
words seem similarly to hav e sprung 
from a desire to form with the lips a 
sound mimicking the thing described. 
Why waste words on a definition of 
thp word ‘splash,” for example? 
You 
bear all the abrupt, restless heav ing 
of the waters in that one word. 
And does rtren a baby need to be 
told what 
bhzz” means when a blue­ 
bottle is leading a forlorn hope against 
the pantry window? 
“Tinkle,” “whistle,” “whine,” “gur­ 
gle,” “cackle,” "icy”—these are only a 
few of our other eloquently descrip­ 
tiv e words. 
It is also extremely interesting to 
note the sharp distinction drawn be­ 
tween the words of opposite meaning 
so as to emphasize their difference in 
sound—thus, “brisk, lazy" (or “slug­ 
gish”); “hot, icy;” “down, u p ; ” “Jol­ 
ly, miserable," and so on.

But after all, what is wealth?

regions. 
But 1 hav e found that neith­

great 
wealth 
nor 
distinguished 
decorations, nor both put together, 
» will guarantee a man against unrest 


j of mind or turmoil of soul. 
How’ great 
! and honorable is the peacock’s feath- 
I or of the throne, yet how much easier 
| rests the head on goose feathers! — 
Exchange. 


When We Criticise. 
No one who habitually points out 
others* failures can be a success him­ 
self. 
There is something about the 
habit of criticism that prev ents the 
free, full expression of good in 
the 
life of the critic. 
It has been said, for 
example, that “professional literary 
critics nev er turn out any good litera­ 
ture. 
Their habitual attitude of criti­ 
cism dries up the sources of literary 
production,” 
Whether this sweeping 
statement is true in ev ery case or not. 
it suggests a warning that most of us 
need to think about. To be habitually 
interested 
in 
seeing 
and speaking 
about the failures of others is to dry 
up our own powers of good. 
And the 
rev erse is equally true; to be sensi­ 
tiv ely conscious of the good that is 
in others, to discov er it and talk about 
it freely, is to bring good into being 
in our own liv es that might otherwise 
nev er come into existence. How much 
better it ie to discov er 
that 
which 
makes for life than that which make» 
for d eath!—Sunday School Timeu.

New York, March 19.— The Lehigh 
Valley Railroad company and its sub- j 
sidaries were charged 
by 
Attorney 
General McReynolds in a suit under 
the Sherman anti-trust law with be­ 
ing the dominant factor in a combina- 
tlon alleg'd to coutrol the output of 
deeply affected 
anthracite 
from 
the 
Pennsylvania 
fields they touch. 
United States District Attorney Mar­ 
shall tiled the suit, which charges the 
defendants with being parties to a con­ 
spiracy 
in 
restraint 
of 
trade 
and 
monopolization by attempting to har­ 
ness 
the 
production, 
transportation 
and sale of anthracite coal other than 
their own. 
It is claimed that the defendants 
have l**n and are attempting to mo­ 
nopolize the production, transportation 
and sale of coal from mines along 
their lines. 
This being done, it is 
stated, by the railroad acquiring con­ 
trol of such mines and lands, by ac­ 
quiring control of the output of inde­ 
pendent producers and by exerting the 
power of the Lehigh railroad as a car­ 
rier to give undue preference and ad­ 
vantages to the coal-producing and 
trade companies controlled by it and 
disoriminate against competitors. 
Following the filing of the brief it 
was learned that George F. Baer, presi­ 
dent of the Reading Railroad company, 
had resigned from his oltice as director 
of the Lehigh Valley. 
The action of 
Mr. Baer was attributed mainly to the 
impending suit against the anthracite 
coal trust in order to dissolve inter­ 
locking directorates. 
The subsidiaries of the Lehigh Val­ 
ley are the Lehigh Coal company, Le­ 
high Valley Coal Sales company, Coxe. 
Brother & Co., inc., Delaware, Susque­ 
hanna & Schoolkill Railroad company, 
New York & Middle Coal Field & Rail­ 
road company, the G. B. Markle com­ 
pany and the Girard Trust company. 
The suit is filed under the Hepburn 
commodities clause of the railroad rate 
bill, and charges giving rebates by 
paying the coal companies named vari­ 
ous sums, the largest being $4,054,274. 
This sum is said to have been paid out 
on March 1, 1912. 
The defendants in the brief are 
called “ parties to a combination and 
conspiracy to restrain and monopolize 
interstate and foreign trade and com­ 
merce in anthracite coal.”

The offense charged was that the 
John F. Jelke company, of which Mr. 
Jelke is president, Bold uncolored oleo­ 
margarine to dealers. 
He also was 
charged with selling coloring matter 
which was used so that the “oleo” 
might be sold to the public in col­ 
ored form, that the government tax 
of ten cents a pound on colored “oleo” 
might be evaded.

The 
government charged that the defend­ 
ants had conspired to violate the law 
taxing colored oleomargarine.

pounds of oleo in excess of the usual 
demand for the uncolored product, ac­ 
cording to the government’s informa­ 
tion.

Jelke Indicted in 1911.
